In less than ap hour after an 


animal is dispatched in a Swift &

Boston by the Bay colony, and again 
In 1631. 


During tbe ^est fifty years there 


were as many as 22 public Thanks- 
giving days appointed in Slassachu- j 
setts, usually in October or Novem- 
ber, after the gathering In of the har- 
vests,-or to celebrate some pnbHc_j— 
benefit It did not become a regular I 
holiday until a long time afterward. 


In 17S9 Washington Issued the fa- 


mous Thanksgiving proclamation rec- 


i oinmending Thursday, November 28^ 
as a national day to be devoted to 
prayer and Thanksgiving. "Washing- 
ton's example was followed by other 
Presidents. 
la 1SS3 President Lincoln appointed 


the fourth Thursday in Jfovember as 
the national Thanksgiving day.
